‘fhe poot wes, after sll, the scer of 
truth ; ho was to enjoy leisure, to seclude 
himself from the world, to: keep his eye 
clear to seo the worke of God, and to dis- 
corn God behind them working silently, 
and walking in the garden in tho cool of 
the day. The poet was to be the inspirer 
of earnest effort, he was to add to the 
humble toil of dailplife the thrill, the glory 
that touches and consecrates all honvat 
Isbor doggedly dove, that beata the Isbor: 
joua plowsbaro into, the eword of the Spirit.’ 

To this ideat, Mr Benson avera, Tennyson 
consocrated. bimeolf ‘with atrenuoas aa- 
piration, in no facile or indolent apicit, with:
